A high water mark in achievements 
of colleee functions was set by the 
Medical lJanquci at the Rltz-Carllon 
Hotel last evening. All the nobleness, 
and manliness of the Jlodical fac- 
ulty, ot recent Ki'aduates and under- 
Brads., together with many ot the 
Faculty itself came together and, 
filled with a spirit of fellowship, made 
this gathering one that will always 
remain verdant in the memory of 
those who attended. Dr. K. .1. Scul- 
ly, who save the valedictory address 
at the Convocation on Tuesday, up- 
held the reputation lie earned on that 
occasion by filling the position of 
Toastmastcr in a most capable man- 
ner. 

Many members uf the faculty were 
present to grace the occasion, among: 
whom were noticed: Acting Dean 
Blackader, Dr. Martin, Dr. Garrow, 
Lt.-Col. Kcenan, D.S.O., Major Mc- 
Laggart, Drs. Archibald. 11111. Ocrtei] 
Evans, Chipman. Kraser, Hepburn, 
Floyd and Kaufman. Several mem- 
bers of the staffs of the Royal Vic- 
toria, .Montreal General and Mater- 
nity Hospitals were ulso on hand. 
The forty-three recent graduates were 
in evidence to lend their honour to 
the function of the year. This is the 
last time the new doctors will meet at 
a College affair for ten years, rlans 
have been made by the Class of 
Medicine '17 to hold a reunion in ten 
years' time, when It is proposed to 
feature some sort of competition be- 
tween the progeny of Medicine 'IT. 

Dr. F. .1. Scully, President ot the 
Medical Undergrad., proposed the 
toast to "The King." He then read a 
telegram to explain the absence of 
LL-Gcneral Sir Sam Hughes, who was 
detained by Important business at Ot- 
tawa. 

Proposing the toast of "Alma 
Mater,"' A. C. Farllnger said that 
McGill represents the thought and 
.ideal of Canada and the world. It 
is the Mecca of learning, whose grad- 
uates have gone the world over, nor 
to give the McGill yell, but to build 
the superstructure laid on the foun- 
dation, of which the degree Is the 
confer stone. In military affairs Mc- 
Gill has taken a prominent part, for 
IT2 have made" the supreme sacrifice, 
185 have been wounded and 1,300 have 
answered the call. 

Dean Lee, in replying, made a com- 
parison of the structures of the Arts 
and Medical Buildings. He referred 
to the unity and mingling of the stu- 
dents at Oxford, and sympathized 
with the feeling of the Valedictory ad- 
dress. The war has been a mixed 
blessing, said the speaker, in that it 
has, through the regiment, brought the 
students into closer contact, with one 
another Referring to the Law Fac- 
ulty, Dean Lee said that a proverb 
said that every lawyer is a liar. In 
Medicine, however, every second man 
is an atheist, and in tills they beat 
law two to one. Macbeth threw the 
Physic to the dogs and donned ar- 
mour. The graduating class will keep 
the physic, but will also don armour. 

McGill is the meeting place ot two 
ancient nationalities, and two recent 
ones. French, English, American, all 
McGill men have blended to form a 
glorious band ot men who arc to-day 
upholding the honor of an Empire 
and of their Alma Mater. 

C. G. Sutherland, responded to the 
toast of "The Faculty." lie opened 
with Paroxismal Tachicurdln( and 
phased tho greatness of McGill, re- 
ferring to the late Dr. Henderson, and 
to Col. It. P. Campbell, whose fine 
examples are much to be honoured 
and copied. The standard of profes- 
sors is very high. They are doing 
tiioir bit by fitting us tor service. 
"Carry on." They take a deep, and 
personal interest in each and every one 
ot the students undc their care. 

Implying to'the toast on behalf of 
the Faculty, Acting Dean Dlackador 
said that. like, the coloured man who 
was asked for a loan ot twenty dol- 
lars said. "1 hnve no twenty dollars, 
out I thank yon for the. compliment 
Just the same 1 ." Ho thanked the 
graduating class for Hie endurance to 
hear an OLD professor ugaln, and 
complimented them on the largo 
number ot enlistments. 

Proposing thet oast to the "Grad- 
uating Class," Dr. Garrow said: I am 

• •' •.king to graduates, not to stu- 
dents, a class which of its own ini- 
tiative asked the Faculty to continue 
th? course so that they may serve 
overseas. My heart froes out to the 
defenders of our homos. They need 
you; go to t!ii;in, and help them. No 
m.i'.ter what our lack of doctors at 
horiie may be, our forces must be 
supplied. The value of a hospital 
training cannot be ovnVestinwted, 
but you will get that overseas, and 
at tiio ppnie time .In a great service. 
The nature of the wounds in the pres- 
ent war Is such that they need prompt 
and efficient attention. Our Honour 
Roll Is large, and Its keeping Is now 
in your hands. It Is headed by ojir 
honourable Dean, whose example and 
service were honoured by our King.

CONSTITUTION CHANGED. 



They Explored the Delta of the 
Mackenzie River and 
District. 



The Science Undergraduate Socie- 
ty's series ot meetings for this year 
started out with a bumper crowd 
last evening. About a third ot the 
members turned out to last night's 
meeting., which, from point of view 
of attendance was the best this ses- 
sion. A number ot visitors were 
present, and a feminine air lent the 
unusual to the mecling. 

After reading the minutes of the 
last meeting the President introduced 
the speaker. Dr. .1. .1. O'Neil. whose 
address on "The Canadian Stefaun- 
son Expedition" proved to be of in- 
terest and 'value to everybody pres- 
ent. 

Dr. O'Neil. who Is well known as a 
geologist, joined the Stefnnnson ex- 
pedition in 1913. The party which 
was organized at Es(|iilmall, consist- 
ed of thirteen scientists, each a spe- 
cialist in his own line, and all Uni- 
versity men, chosen for their ability 
and knowledge in their particular 
branch. 

The party set sail early in 1913 In 
the Ill-fated Karluck. which, as ev- 
eryone knows, was lost In an ice-Jam 
some time the following year. The 
expedition was divided Into two par- 
lies, the north party, and the south 
parly. The north party, which was 
under Dr. Stefannson, was to pro- 
ceed northward, exploring foi* new 
land. The south party, under Dr. 
Anderson, was Vo make a geological 
survey, study the Eskimos and other 
things of importance. Dr. O'Neil was 
geologist for this party. 

The northern party, after dropping 
off the southern party, went further 
northward, but unfortunately got 
caught In an Ice flow. Here a num- 
ber of the party lost their lives. The 
ship was lost, but through good for- 
tune, Dr. Stefannson and a party who 
were away hunting at the time were 
saved after many vicissitudes. 

The southern party spent most of 
the first winter becoming acclimatiz- 
ed, as It were; and it was not until 
the following spring that much work 
was done. That spring and summer 
they explored the delta ot the Mac- 
kenzie river, and made a complete 
survey of the coast from the Interna- 
ttlonal boundary of Alaska to the Mac- 
kenzie river. 

Dr. O'Neil then showed a scries of 
slides depicting life among the Es- 
kimos, and ho described their habits 
nd modes of living in some detail. 
He concluded his address by saying 
that the work in the far north had 
only commenced. 



The business of the meeting was 
brief. A motion was made and car- 
ried unanimously that the constitution 
be so amended as to permit the 
Science member of the .Students' 
Council to be an active member of 
the Science Undergraduate Society's 
Executive. The secretary read a let- 
ter from the Dean announcing the 
award of 'the prizes for papers to bo 
read before the society. Mr. Llddy 
then spoke about the drinking foun- 
tain In the Common Room, which was 
most unsatisfactory, and the meeting 
put itself on record that this should 
be rectified.

Last ninlu the members uf the His- 
torical (,'luli turned out en masse in 
listen to two excellent papers on Im- 
perial Relations. 

Mr. R. .1. Clarke reud the first pa- 
per. Tho subject which he treated ill 
a concise, logical manner, was "Im- 
perial Control of Naval Affairs and 
Finance-." In his introduction the 
speaker made a rapid .survey id' the 
relative position of tin- British navy 
from the tin's tin to-day. During the 
"Free trade period" England was the 
undisputed mistress of Hie seas. The 
French navy was weak, those of the 
other Great Powers had not yet been 
born. Contrast this stale of affairs 
with those prevailing ;.t the présent 
lime. Germany, France, the United 
States and Russia have huge and 
powerful navies. Great Britain lias 
been forced to drop her two power 
standard, and the £60,000,000 per nu- 
llum required fui- naval expenditure is 
a burden almost loo heavy for the 
British taxpayer. 

The Colonies are in a different i">- 
sltion to-day from that they occu- 
pied sixty years ago. Improved means 
of transportation have brought them 
within .•striking distances of Europe. 
They can no longer leave 'he mother' 
land to assume oil the burden uf de- 
fence. Kngkmd's population is less 
than that of lier rivals. The increase, 
too, is not so great. The old "laissez 
faire" ideals of the Free Trade school 
have been displaced by pride of race 
and Imperialism. The Colonies arc 
peopled by men of the British raie. 
Their ideal is to become Anglo-Sjtxon 
countries. In each of the British Do- 
minions there is h strong sentiment 
in favor of assuming the burdens and 
privileges of Imperial unity. 

In naval affairs unity is essential. 
Disorganized, scattered fleets are li- 
able to lie defeated by a smaller fleet 
acting with energy and skill. The 
sea cannot be split up into tactical 
commands. A country has often been 
saved by u sea battle foiiglu in for- 
eign waters. In this connection Mr. 
Clarke laid emphasis on the fact that 
the pre-war disposition of I lie fleet 
constituted a factor in naval strate- 
gy. 

There are two schemes of Imperial 
navies advocated. The first is a ser- 
ies of local navies under Dominion 
control in time of peace, and Imper- 
ial control in time of war. 

Mr. Clarke pointed mit Hint the 
weakness of Ibis system was the lack 
of 'unity. The system entailed Ihc 
expenditure of large sums of money 
without the guarantee of security. 
The 1 ideal «chôme pustulates une 
navy for all. supported by all. 

The $50,000,1)00 required for gucli a 
fleet could be raised cither by vol- 
untary contribution, customs union, or 
some form of central taxation, The 
first system is «.possible: a customs 
union would lie opposed by the "Pro- 
tectionist" interests in the Dominions, 
The efficient system lies in central 
control. It would be contrary to the 
principles of free government to 
have tnxation without representation. 
In order to avoid this Mr. Clarke ril- 
ed Mr. Curtcn's plan whereby alcvy 
could be made by u Central elected 
authority and collected from the peo- 
ple by the Governments of ihc Dd- 
minlons. 

.Mr. Proudfoot then . followed with 
an' exceedingly well-written paper on 
the "Imperial Control of Foreign Pol- 
icy." The President opened ins ex- 
position by quoting Mr. Fisher's fam- 
ous statement, in Which the Australian j 

statesman pointed out that as a young 
man in Scotland he had morcc ontro] 
ot foreign policy than he hud when 
Premier of a great Dominion. Tho 
attitude of England towards ilia Col- 
onics bus changed. in the last decade 
New Imperialism has supplanted :li" 
indifferent attitude of the Free Trade 
period, fctucb incidents an the annexa- 
tion of New Guinea by Queensland aVe 
now impossibilities. 

The British Empire is n peculiar 
political structure. It consists ot a 
collection of countries whose govern- 
ment varies from n Protectorate to tho 
semi-independent form enjoyed by the 
Dominions. The British Foreign of- 
fice Is the Imperial department in 
England. At presenl the clonics 
have no voice in the foreign policj ; 
they bave merci] a moral obligation I 
to support the Motherland in <;isc of 
war. 

There arc three schemes proposed 
whereby the Empire may be strength- 
ened. This may be called legal re- 
construction, alliance and federation. 
Ot these the first is Hie simplest It 
merely asks that Colonial members 
be admitted to the United Kingdom 
Parliament to vole mi foreign affairs. 
This ' would cause a nynteni of dun! 
control fatal to the Cabinet system. 

The second system is that of nl- 
llanco. There would be le. trouble 
in introducing this principle th in thai 

of foderntion. Colonial nationally i 
fostered by It. The conception of Em- 
pire consists in a federation of inde- 
pendent states bound by économie and 
moral ties. Each unit would control 
its army and nav>. and represent the

There are mauy kinds of education we can receive at the Uni- 
versity, but in all probability most of us have set our miuds upon 
one definite objective, and in a more or less determined manner are | 
trying to become specialized iu our chosen and particular line of | 
work. At the present time, however, wo arc passing through a stage 
with rapid and diverse changes of nations, that we should know 
something of the momentous questions of the day, and bow they 
are being dealt with. Not everyone is privileged to take all the 
courses they would wish, to give them the general education they 
; — t, either from lack of time, or a financial condition that will 
ce. 

There can be no excuse, on the other hand, for anyone not hav- 
ing a good, thorough, and complete knowledge of present day af- 
fairs. It is a duty we owe to ourselves, as well as the country in 
we live, to keep abreast of the times so that we may bo a bio 
to take an intelligent part iu the affairs of the country, after Ave 
leave these halls of learning. The mauner in which this can be done 
is to spend a portion of each day reading the newspaper accounts of 
what is actually taking place. A prevalent habit, which one can 
notice in the common rooms at the present time is to see mauy of 
those who read at all resort to the sporting pages. Then two or three 
"would be" fans get together and discuss so and so as a hockey 
player, or the chance of this or that team winning the first or second 
series of games. There can be no harm in taking a passing interest 
in things sporting, but the general trendis too often that this is as 
far as their reading extends. Have you ever tried to converse with 
some on a problem of real worth? About all they know of what is 
going on outside the realm of sport is what they have gathered from 
a bulletin board or from a poster placed in front of a grocery shop 
or book store. Try to discuss, at any length, a topic of national con- 
cern, and what do you so often findî These 



are the people who are 
vibrating with excitement over some new phase of a situation which 
lias arisen, but in the course of a very short time it is clearly under 
etood that the same people are nothing more than veneer. If they are 
a little more interested than the average, in all probability they 
will have read nearly all the large headlines on the front pages, and 
possibly the black faced abbreviated dispatches. Hastily turning 
through the pages of the paper they would never think of reading 
an article of one or two columns in length. That would be a waste 
pf time. 

Events are happening so rapidly now, and .there is so much liis- 
ry being made every day that we can hardly be expected to devote 
Vicient time to keep informed on all lines, but we should at least 
ssess more than a .spoon-fed and digested knowledge of present, 
day salient facts. To quote at all times the opinions of others is of 
not much benefit to ourselves, and what is needed is a general, first 
hand presentation 1 of conditions or facts so that we can come to our 
own conclusions. Once we possess an acquaintance of the truths we 
are, in a position to discuss intelligently a situation, and from dis- 
cussion with others we will be broadening along general lines, which 
is the true ideal of an education, 

Erudition is a splendid thing, but it is not all. There should be 
. .more to be obtained from a college education than learning to become 
jfa book-worra or a "dig," and there never was a time such as the 
' resent, with its almost boundless possibilities, to obtain the advan.

The Montreal Metallurgical Asso- 
ciation held its regular monthly 
meeting yesterday evening in the 
Phcroiatry and Mjnlng Building. Mr. 
•lohn P. Goheen, Sales Manager of 
the Brown Instrument Compauy. read 
a paper on "Pyrometers, and Recent 
Advances in their Construction and 
Use." 

The thermo-electric pyrometer 
consists essentially of u thermo-cou- 
ple, which Is made up of two dissimi- 
lar pieces of metal fastened together, 
an instrument for measuring the cur- 
rent generated on heating the thermo- 
couple, and connecting leadB. The 
two metals used In the thermo-couple 
vary greatly In composition, but fall 
into two main classes, the base met- 
als and the precious metals, A base 
metal pyrometer generates a compar- 
atively higher voltage than one made 
of precious metals, but is not nearly 
so sensitive. 

The size of the wires used In the 
thermo-couple varies from very fine 
wires to rods a quarter of an Inch 
In diameter. The heavier pyrometers 
have a longer life than the lighter 
ones, but they take longer <o Agis- 
ter thu heat being measured. 

In every pyrometer, the two metals 
must bo insulated along their length, 
except at the hot and cold Junctions. 
For the base metal pyrometers, an 
asbestos Insulation painted with sod- 
ium silicate, Is often used. Another 
method is the use of lava or porce- 
lain beads. The latter method is bet- 
ter, as the beads do not disintegrate 
so rapidly as the usbestos Insulation. 

Thermo-couples that are used stead- 
ily in furnaces are protected by a pro- 
tecting tube, on which the life of the 
thermo-couple depends to a great ex- 
tent. The higher metals must be pro- 
tected by a tube that is Impervious to 
gases, and which will withstand high 
temperatures, such .as porceluin. 

Mr. Goheen dealt at some length on 
the importance of keeping the cold 
junction at a constant known tem- 
perature. This may be accomplish- 
ed In several ways. One of the best 
Is to bring leads of the metals some 
distance from the furnace, and then 
into a pipe sunk In the earth. It Is 
found that this gives a constant tem- 
perature at all seasons of the year. 
Another method is to have the cold 
Junction in a bath of running water. 
This does not give as constant a tem- 
perature as the former method. 

Thero are two ways of measuring 
the voltage produced, the millivolt 
method and the potentiometer meth- 
od. In the millivolt method, the volt- 
age is measured directly by a delicate 
voltmètre. A large source of error Is 
the change In temperature of the 
leads. In the potentiometer method 
the E. M. F. of the thermo-couple Is 
balanced, against a variable current 
from a dry cell. The current from the 
cell Is then measured. The advant- 
ages of this method are, precision and 
independence of external resistance; 
and the disadvantages are, it does not 
give a direct reading, and an outside 
source of current must be used. 

The lecturer touched on radiation 
pyrometers, and the i standardisation 
and testing of all pyrometers. Among 
the standard temperature* used for 
testing is the melting point of pure 
salt. The salt Is heated about 100 
deg. P, above Its melting point. The 
pyrometer Is then Inserted In the 
molten salt and the salt allowed to 
cool. When the melting point Is 
reached, as shown by the pointer re- 
maining still for two or three minutes, 
the pyrometer should read S00 deg. 
C, or 1474 deg. F. 

In closing, Mr, Goheen mentioned 
the future development possible In 
the field of optical and thermo-mag- 
netle pyrometry, and also automatic 
temperature control. At the conclu- 
sion of the leoture, a vote of thanks 
was tendered to the speaker. 

Opportunity was then afforded the 
members of the Society to visit Dr. 
Stansfteld's Laboratory and examine 
the new metallograplilcat equipment, 
Dr. Stansf^eld hrlefly explained the 
construction of the various micro- 
scopes, and the methods of Illumina- 
tion used. He also told how speci- 
mens of the metals were prepared for 
examination.

THE KISS OF FAME.

M, Jules Beis, Chevalier de la Le- 
gion d'honnour, who Is here on a mis- 
sion from the French Government, 
gave the first of a scries of five lec- 
tures last night In the Rayai Victoria 
College before a large and apprecia- 
tive audience, ills subject was "La 
Culture Française, de 1870 a Nos 
Jours." 

In his opening words, the" lecturer 
tbanWed Misa Hurlbatt for the hospi- 
tality which had placed the lecture 
hall at the disposal of the Alliance 
Française 1 , and remarked that this 
w.ts one proof of the striking unity 
existing between the Frahc'd ar.d Eng- 
lish people In the present struggle. 

Approitchlntt his subject, M. Bols 
stated that France owes her rapacity 
for rtiCoruj miction to her culture, 
moral as well as Intellectual. 

The reign of Iiouis XIV. mitrked the 
classic ago of French culture;. In tit" 
18th century the critical spirit ap- 
peared, foreshadowing the Revolution. 
In our own day, the spirit of liberal- 
ism h.i3 tended to malco France a na- 
tion of citizens rather than of mili- 
tarists, and her glory Is due to the 
efforts, moral and Intellectual, of each 
and every patriot.

For over 1Ô0 years, after this 
defeat, the Czechs were largely u peas- 
antry. Without lenders and helpless 
under the rule ot their conquerors, 

However, a revival was at hand, 
ami the first stage was represented 
by the studies of Joseph Dubrovsk.v. 
who was the first of u whole group of 
Czech scholars who came In the per- 
iod between the Congress of Vienna 
and the Revolution of 184S. There 
were four particularly prominent men 

among this group, namely, P. J. Sa- 

farlk, John Kolar the poet, Joseph 
Jungmann and Francis Palacky. who 
was one of the musi eminent bistort* 
mis of Europe of his century, 

The Revolution of !Hs wax un out- 
break against both the progressive 
incisures employed by MetlemlCh 
and the subjection of a downtrodden 
nice. This revolution was the In- 
auguration ot the Pan* Slavonic move* 
ment In Europe. 

We are in the habit of thinking of 
Russia in eoiineciion with Pan -Slav- 
ism, and of thinking that Pan-Slav- 
ism melius to the Slavs what Pan- 

Qerraahlsm means ta the Germans. 

This is not so, for if it were It would 

represent the military ambition of 
Russia, whereas, as a mutter of fact, 
it did not originate In Russia at all, 
but in Bohemia, where the first Pari- 
sian congress was held in June. ISIS. 
At this congress it was seen Unit the 
demands of the Czech party were not 

unreasonable, but were founded on 

the grounds of Justice. 

During the ensuing au years Europe 
witnessed the rise of H united Italy, a 
united Germany and the emancipa- 
tion of Hungary. All of which hud 
a direct bearing on the fortunes of 
the Czechs. The Czechs were in the 
peculiar position of being ruled by u 
minority of Germans, whom they had 
un intense hatred for. 

Karel Kramarth now comes to the 
fore: he is a man who. while well 
known In Europe for many years, nev- 
er came to the notice of tho world at 
large until 1 1« 1 5. when he was ar- 
rested for treason. Until the time of 
his arrest he had been the lender of 
the Young Czech party in the Aus- 
trian Parliament. He aimed to build 
up Austria against Germany, and had 
lie succeeded there is no doubt that 
the condition of his countrymen would 
have improved wonderfully, 

From the first the leaders of the 
Czech party have been under the ban 
of the Prussian. Many escaped to 
various allied countries, hut many 
were Imprisoned, and the number of 
civilian executions among them hâve 
been very large. 

Perhaps the best proof Of the dis- 
affection among those Bohemian peu 
pies has been the number of deser- 
'ioiis from Hie battalions recruited 
among them. Whole regiments have 
left the colors of the Central Powers 
and flocked to Join those of the Al- 
lies. Following this t he Czechs have 
been systematically ousted from of- 
fice, even the Archbishop was not <•■:- 
empt fn.m the general reorganisation 

Which look place. 

With regard to the future the Allies 
have taken a definite Stand in the 
matter, ami the liberation of these 
peoples are specifically mentioned In 
the reply of the Allied Government^ 
to President Wilson.

Attitude of Nation in Regards to 
War. 



WOMEN DOING DUTY. 



They Have Proved Themselves 
Extremely Worthy in New 
Atmospheres. 



A remarkably interesting meeting 
of the Delta Sigma Society was held 
in the R. V. C. yesterday afternoon, 
when Its members and friends of the 
University listened to a lecture by 
Dr. Thornton, of the McOili Depart- 
ment of Dentistry. 

Very striking and unusual lantern 
slides were shown, made from photo- 
graphs which the lecturer himself took 
un ills visit tu Kngluud. Ireland and 
France, in the summer uf 1H15. 

Dr. Thurnton has been an earnest 
worker for the Canadian Army Den- 
tal Corps, which was established 
through the influence of Sir Sam 
Hughes, and which at first confined 
Its work to the men who had gunc 
overseas. For some time, however, 
their attention has been turned to the 
soldiers in Canada, and at least 75,- 
000 men have been reclaimed by Dr. 
Thornton and his associates. 

Dr. Thornton opened his address 
witli a discussion of the attitude of 
our nation In regard to the war. Un- 
til very lately we had associated 
Christianity with the Birth Song, 
"IVace on Faith," but had failed to 
grusp the other side of Christian 
teaching — "I come not to bring peace, 
but a swurd." This is the time when 
plough shares arc being beaten into 
swords, for use in a war which we are 
waging for our ideals. The war has 
brought intense suffering to us. as to 
many peoples, but the Steadfast pur- 
pose of the Allies lias been clearly 
shown in the events of the past few 
weeks. Uur sentiments are in a way 
those of an Irishman whose friend 
had been dwelling loquaciously *un the 
terrible nature of the war. 

"Ay." said the patriot of the Itin- 
era Id Isle, "that may lie; but It's bet- 
ter than no war at all." 

I>r. Thornton turned, to certain ques- 
tions that must be dealt with at the 
end uf the war. A great deal has 
been said about what should be done 
to the Kaiser after the war. "law- 
breakers must he punished." said Dr. 
Thornton, "hut punishment is not re- 
venge, remember— it is protction for 
society. People must be protected 
from those who would follow in the 
Kaiser's footsteps." 

The speaker discussed the work 
which women are doing in this war. 
"Without their aid." he said, "the 
war cannot lie won. Befpre the war, 
the franchise was denied women be- 
cause it was said 'they cannot fight.' 
This is, however, an utterly insuffi- 
cient reason, for every individual must 
serve lu the way in which he or she 
Is best fitted. And women have prov- 
ed themselves extremely capable along 
many new lines, as we|l us ones in 
whicli they have always been consid- 
ered efficient workers." 

Most people are husy people, but 
how many are dolus wliHt is worth 
While. This especially Is the time 
when the appropriate thins must he 
done, at the right time,— It is not the 
time for frivolous and unnecessary 
occupations. 

The voluntary system has broken 
down. We are appealing now, on the 
whole, to a lower type of men, and 
a lesser number— then who' care no- 
thing for their national relationship! 
England passed her Conscription Hill 
because she felt the Injustice of the 
voluntary system: the nation was one 
in her need of defence, but not one in 
her method Of defense. 

There is. in Canada, a definite line 
of demarcation between families that 
have given men .and those who could 
but have not sent nun to the war. 

There is a story of a woman who, 
answering » ting of her doorbell, 
found a recruiting officer there. She 
had let one of her sons go to the war. 
but (he other would not go without 
her consent, and lie wns her whole 
support. Would she let him go, the 
officer asked. The woman pointed 
across (lie street to the house oppo- 
site. "There are six sons in that 
family who could go," she said, "and 
not one lias enlisted. If you ran per- 
suade two of Diem to join, my <>n,ci 
son may go." * 

Dr. Thornton saw the King review- 
ing 30.0(10 Canadian soldiers. "I had 
never felt so proud of being a Cana- 
dian before In my life," he said. Then 
was a wounded Canadian I here, one 
of six brothers, of whom all were al 
the front. Is that fair when so many 
families are merely making money at 
home? 

"I would he glad if Î saw In to- 
morrow's paper that Canada had had 
the moral strength to right this ques- 
tion. She would thereby raise herself

The price of this license is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of 110. flu 
on issue. It Is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during tho year work has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five days' lBbor on esch forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be acquired at any 
time at the rate of $8.00 an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, and $3.00 an acre 
»or INFERIOR MINERALS. 

The attention of prospectors is specially called to the territory in thr 
North-Western part of the Province of Quebec, north of the height of land, 
where important mineralized belts are known to exist.
